The Emperor of Rufsia has iffucd an Edi importing in 
Subftance as follows. 


E Peter firt Empetor of Ruffia, &c. make known to all the feveral 
States of our Dominiéns, &c. That whereas it is Cuftomary for all 
Chriltian Princes to cawfe the Princefles their Conforts, to be crowned, the 
fame having been pracifed,‘not only in our Days, but alfo in former Ages, by 
the true Orthodox Greek Emperors, viz. the Emperor Wafitis who put the 
Imperial Crown on the Head of bis Emprefs Cinovia, as alfo Juftinian caufed 
Loupitia his Emprefs to be Crowni’d, fo did likewife many, others too numer- 
ous to be here mentioneds: —* 

Moreover ’tis known by’ all the World, that during the Courfe of a War of 
21 Years, we expofed, for the Sake of our Country, our Perfon to all Manner 
of Fatigues and Dangers, which War, by the favourable Affiflance of Heaven 
ended at laft by a Peace, as honourable and advantagious to the Ruffian 
Empire, as ever any was obtained, &c. 7 

In all which Pains and Fatigues,. we were conftantly accompany’d by our 
mott dearly beloved Confort, her Majefty the Emprefg Catharina, who without 
regarding the natural Weaknefs of her Sex, aot only poled herfelfto the faid 
Eatigues, but had a great Share in feveral military Expeditions, affifting us 
with her Counfel, particularly in the Battle with the Turks near the Pruth, 
where our whole Army confilted of no more than 22000 Men, and that of our 
Enemy of upwards of 370000, where her Majefty behaved herfelf more like 2 
Hero than like @ Woman. The Truth of which can be queftioned in no Parc 
of our Dominions, being attefted by our whole Army. 

For thefe Reafons, and.by virtue. ef the Power and Authority lodged in us; 
‘by the Divine. Providences, we are refolved to reward the gieat Labours of out! 
fad Confort with the Honour of a Crown, defigning to perform the Formali- 
ties of it, this Wintet at Mofcow, if GOD permits, &c.

Mofcow, Nov. 20. ‘The Great Chancellor having notified to all the foreign 
Minifters, that our Emperor defigns to go to Molcow, and there be crowned 
Empetor of all Ruffia, his Imperial Majelty expe@&s they will accom any him 
thither, ‘and attend 4¢ chat folemnity, and that thofe whofe Mafters have 
pot as yet Owned his Majelty’s Title as Emperor will not ftart any Difficulty 
on that Account, upon this fome of the faid Minifters anfwered, they were 
ready to undertake that Journey, and would pun&ually obey the Orders of 
their Principals, in what relates to that Acknowledgement. Its talked that it 
has been refolved to have in Ukrania, under the Command of Prince Menzi- 
koff, an Army of 45000 Men, all regular Forces, befides the like Number of 
Coffacks and Tartars, and alfo to augment to 3000 Menevery Regiment in Ei- 
opia, Livonia and Courtland.

ing or arifing in that Part of Great Britain called England, or in Wales, or the 
‘Town of Berwick upon Tweed, who was or fhould be a Popifh Reeufant or Papift, 
or was or fhould be Educated in the Popifh Religion, or whofe Parent or Pa« 
rents fhould be a Papift or Papifts, or fhould ufe or profefs the Popith Religion, 
fhould Take the Oaths, and Repete and Subfcribe the Declaration therein men~ 
tioned, at fuch Times, and in fuch Manner, aS is therein expreffed, or in De~ 
fault thereof fhould, within the Space of Six Months next after the Time there- 
by appointed for him, her, or them to take the faid Oaths, Regifter, or canfe 
to be Regiftred, his, her, or thcir Name or Names, and all fuch Lands, Tene 
ments, and Hereditaments, whereof he, the, or they, or any Truftee or Truftees 
for him, her, or them, or his, her, or their Benefit or Advantage, fhould be in

the Rents and Profits thereof, heretofore made, or hereafter to be made, toand 
for any Proteftant.Purchafer and Purchafers, and meerly and only for the Benefit 
of Proteftants, fhall be avoided or, Oc.

Petersburg, Dec. 1 Tis affured that his Imperial Majefty has declared, that part: 


of iris Ficet fhall puttoSea every Year to exercife the Sailors. The Minilter of 
Frauce isftreating for the Purchases of a great Quantity of Oak Timber, for Building 
of Ships, butthat it canno: be furnifhed at the Price he offers becaufe it mufl be 
brought from Caffan. 

The Admirality have lent Ordersto Revel to fit out three Mea of War, who 
wete lately difarmed there, and which were faidto be défigned for Spain; four 
Frigates are.addedtothem. His Czarifh Majefty is very bufy regulating Mar- 
ters for ‘his Journey to Mofcow ; he hasnominated four of the Dire&ors of the 
Eaft India Company toattena him thither, in order to put the new Settlement 
of that Company upon a Jafling Foot. The Regiments that are lett behind here 
confilt of 24009 Men, 6009 aie tohave their Winter Quartets in Courland, and 
8000 in logermeriand, Tacfe Forces are to be augmented with 10000 new raifed 
Meu agairit next Spring. 


Wye’s Letter verbatim, Londou, Dec. 28, 1723. 


“Wey write from Bruffels, That the Weather has been lately very tempeftu- 
-e ous in thefe Parts, Particularly on the 21/t. Inftant, between 8 and 9 aClock 
at Night, a great Storm then happened of Wind, Rain and Hail, with dreadful 
Lightning and Thunder: It began again the next Evening, and held in the fame 
terrible Manner till paft Mid-night ; abundance of large T'rees were blown down 
in the Forreft of Soignies, and divers Merchant Ships laden with Winé were caft 
away near Oftend, from whence tis advifed, That three Ships lay ready in that 
Harbour to failto China, for the Service of the new Eaft India Company in the 
Auftrian Netherlands. _ *Tis feared that all the Inftances which have been made

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to the'Emperor for bringing this Affair to an amicable Accormmodation will prove 

ineffeQual; but perhaps a Time may come, when the King of Great Britain A 
ding no other Methods can.prevail, will exert his Power againft the Violatian 
thofe Treatiesof which his Majefty is Guarantee. Weare told, That the Mia 
fter of their High Miglitineffes at Ratisbon has made great Complaints to tirti: 
of the Emperor, of a fcahdaléws Pamphlet reiating to the Oftend Compary, 
written by a Son of an liperial Councilor, and pubhthed throughout the Em- 

ice. 

. Letters from Paris of thé Firft of January N.S. advife, That thé Houfhold 
which is given by the King to the Duke of Orleans, is fomewhat like that gran- 
ted to Francis the Firft, during the Time chat he was Count of Angoulefme, as 
prefumptive Heir of the Crown, His Majefty has alfo given to the Dutchels af 
Orieans an Augmentation of Officers of her Houthold, and has appointed tie 
Marshal de Tetie firft Mafter of Horfe to the Infanta Queen; and his Lordfhip 
is to fet out on his Embaflay to Madrid ina few Days. ;
